CUBAN LEADERS CONKER WITH GENERAL

RROOKE REGAKI>INO DIBARMAMENT.

STEPS TAKEN TO END LAWI.E___N__M.
Havana, Aprll 13.The Cuban generals thla

afternoon walted upon General Maxlmo Gomez

offlcially. and Informed hlm that they deslred
hlm to represent the army ln a.iy negntlatlons
wlth the t'nlted States military authoritles In
Cuba. General Gomez accepted the trust. After
this all the generals waited upon.Governor-Gen-
eral BrOOk. to discuss xvlth hlm the detalls of
dlsarmament and payment. Oeneral** Carrlllo.
Diar.. Alejandro, Rodriguez, Rafael Rodriguez.
Rnioff, Nunez. Nodarso. Boza, Casttllo and
Yega were present, representlng the Kourth,
Fifth and Sixth Army Corps. "-xhlch had re-

quested Gomez to acrept the rcprcsentution of
the army.
General Gomez ln hls response said: "SlnCB

by the dlsso]utl->n of the Military Aaaembly the
Cuban Army has been without a r*pi.*.lt*_T«
In a poaltlon to serve Its Interests and the _en-
eral interests of Cuba as connectcd wlth thOM
of the army. I gladly accept the post you offer
for the purposeei specifled, but I inslst upon a

eouncil of generals to advlse and a^slst me, and
that thesp generals shall recelve the arms of the
a-oidlers and hold them as trophies and souvenlra
of the last glorlous <*uban struggl.* for llberty.

'As soon as this work Is comptetod. 1 de.tr.
full llberty to wlthdraw to a forelgn country or

to any part of Cuba, there to spend the re-

malnder of my days. Wo must recognize ihat
the only power to-day ln Cuba ls the power of
those who have interxened. and. therefore. for
thi> present. thoughts of a Cuban Independent
government can be no more than dreams."
General Gomez aiso propoaed that afti-r the

work of disbandtng was compieted th*- councll
of generals should be contlnued under the presi-
dency of Oeneral Rartolome kl.to, as the head
of Cuban Interests. a provislonal Cuban gov-
ornm.-nt assisting ln promotlng Cuban welfare
under the control of the Ameri.-ans. In hls
opinion. the Cuban offlcera. as well as the men
of the rank and flle, sh-mld recelve a share of
the 18.000,000, eepeclally as many of these, he
said, were to-day in extreni*- wanl.
